Population. 

The  estimated  population  for  1949  was  12,580.  This  showed  an  increase  of 
290  over  the  1948  figure,  and  was  2,567  more  than  the  1931  census  figure  of  10,013. 

Of  the  12,580  people  in  Maltby,  3672  were  under  15  years  of  age. 


Births. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  1949  was  267  giving  a  birth-rate  of  21.2  per 
thousand  of  the  population. 

Maltby  maintained  a  high  birth-rate,  which  compared  favourably  with  the  birth¬ 
rate  of  16.7  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales. 

Of  the  births  accredited  to  Maltby,  68  took  place  outside  the  area  of  the 
Authority  i.e.  in  Listerdale  Maternity  Home,  Jessop  Hospital  etc.

There  were  12  illegitimate  births  in  1949  compared  with  13  in  1948. 

Stillbirths  totalled  2,  giving  a  stillbirth  rate  of  0.15  per  thousand  of  the 
population.  The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.39. 

Deaths. 

105  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  giving  a  death  rate  of  8.3  per 
thousand  of  the  population.  Of  these  deaths  44  occurred  outside  the  area  and  were 
transferred  to  Maltby  by  the  Registrar  General.

The  highest  rate  since  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  1939  was  12.2  in  1940.  The 
rates  were  all  low  when  compared  with  the  rate  for  the  rest  of  the  country  which  was 
11.7  per  thousand. 

Increase  of  Population. 

The  net  increase  of  population  was  290  as  against  660  for  the  previous  year. 
The  rate  of  increase  was  23  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The  natural  increase  of 
births  over  deaths  was  162,  giving  a  rate  of  12  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  19  deaths  in  children  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an  infantile 
death-rate  of  70  per  thousand  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  32  per 
thousand. 
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Maltby  has  persistently  shown  a  very  high  infant  death-rate,  as  will  be  seen

Comments  on  the  above  tables :  — 

This  table  gives  a  comparison  between  the  vital  statistics  of  Maltby  and  those 
of  the  rest  of  the  country.  A  certain  amount  of  care  is  required  in  assessing  these 
figures  to  allow  for  widely  different  population  constitutions  and  different  living 
conditions.  Maltby,  for  example,  has  a  high  proportion  of  children  and  younger  people 
and  would  be  expected  to  show  a  low  death-rate  and  high  infectious  diseases  rates.  In 
actual  fact  this  death-rate  is  30  per  cent  lower  than  the  national  rate,  but  the  infectious 
diseases  notifications  are  also  lower. 
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A  very  misleading  feature  in  notifications  is  the  failure  of  doctors  to  notify  all 
cases,  and  there  is  a  greater  tendency  towards  this  nowadays  as  a  result  of  additional 
work  under  the  Health  Scheme  and  because  more  and  more  infectious  cases  are  being 
nursed  at  home  and  arrangements  for  their  removal  through  the  Health  Office  is  no 
longer  required. 

In  the  tables  the  only  rates  which  single  themselves  out  for  attention  are:  — the 
high  infantile  death-rate,  which  is  double  the  national  rate,  and  the  measles  rate  which 
was  due  to  a  local  epidemic  not  coinciding  with  a  national  epidemic  in  a  previous  year. 
All  the  other  rates  are  favourable  —  many  of  them  exceptionally  so.

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Health  Visiting. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Visitor  has  been  greatly  extended  during  the  past  year 
or  so,  whereas  she  was  at  one  time,  concerned  only  with  infants,  she  now  has  to  include 
all  ages  within  the  scope  of  her  duties.  The  reasons  for  her  visits  include  such  items 
as  Home  Helps,  Infants,  Old  Age  Persons,  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers,  Infectious 
Diseases,  Home  Nursing  Follow-up,  Tuberculosis  etc.,  etc. 

Miss  Dunford  has  carried  on  as  the  only  fully  qualified  Health  Visitor  in 
Maltby.  It  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  appoint  another  Health  Visitor  as  soon  as  the 
shortage  of  nurses  is  overcome.

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia. 

The  use  of  Minnit  Gas  and  Air  Machines  became  more  and  more  popular  as  the 
year  progressed.  All  three  midwives  are  now  equipped  and  trained  in  the  use  of  this 
equipment,  and,  as  was  anticipated,  the  demand  for  this  service  is  increasing.

Mental  Health. 

Miss  C.  M.  Ball  continued  to  visit  the  houses  of  mental  defectives  and 
persons  dealt  with  under  the  Lunacy  Acts. 

Tuberculosis. 

Miss  McDonald  is  the  visitor  specially  detailed  for  visiting  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  in  the  homes.  On  her  reports,  recommendations  are  made  for  extra  milk 
to  be  provided  in  needy  cases,  and  approach  is  also  made  on  housing  matters. 

6  cases  are  receiving  extra  milk  in  Maltby. 
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Venereal  Diseases. 

The  Maltby  area  is  served  by  Rotherham,  Sheffield  and  Doncaster  V.D.  Clinics. 
Welfare  visits  are  carried  out  by  Miss  I.  Sandford,  a  member  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer’s  staff. 

Home  Helps. 

This  is  another  of  the  services  which  has  proved  such  a  boon  to  the  public; 
unfortunately  we  are  still  somewhat  restricted  as  regards  the  establishment  to  which 
we  can  go. 

At  present  the  rate  of  assessment  for  liability  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of 
the  service  is  very  lenient,  especially  when  compared  with  those  in  force  in  other  areas, 
consequently  great  care  has  to  be  exercised  to  avoid  abuse  of  the  facilities.  Demand  is 
far  in  excess  of  supply,  therefore,  allocations  have  had  to  be  restricted  mainly  to  bedfast 
people,  maternity  cases,  and  those  who  have  no  relatives  living  in  the  area. 

The  total  number  of  cases  provided  with  Home  Help  facilities  during  1949  in 
Maltby  was  43  —  these  can  be  classified  as  follows :  —

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SUMMARY 


It  is  reasonable  to  say  that  the  population  of  Maltby  is  living  under  better 
economic  circumstances  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  rates  of  wages  are  greatly 
superior  to  those  of  pre-War  days  and  there  is  regular  employment  available  for 
everyone  who  wishes  to  work  and  is  able  to  do  so.  The  section  of  the  population 
incapacitated  by  age,  sickness  or  injury  is  financially  sounder  than  ever  before. 


The  proportion  of  people  who  are  dirty,  badly  clothed,  badly  fed  or  are  living 
in  dirty,  verminous  houses  has  shown  a  considerable  decline.  The  proportion  of 
unsatisfactory  families  in  pre-War  years  was  certainly  much  higher  than  anyone  would 
care  to  admit  and  is  still  not  negligible  today.  The  best  indicator  of  unsatisfactory 
living  conditions  is  found  in  the  condition  of  children  attending  schools  and  infant 
welfare  clinics.  The  proportion  of  children  in  poor  condition  has  never  been  lower 
than  it  is  today. 


It  is  to  be  regretted  that  food  supplies  are  still  restricted  in  variety  and  in 
quantity.  It  is  also  unfortunate  that  the  great  stand-by  of  mothers  in  difficulties 
with  children’s  meals,  namely  the  school  dinners,  has  fallen  away  in  the  past  year. 
Increased  costs  of  living  and  an  extra  charge  per  meal  have  removed  many  children 
from  the  school  dinner  table,  and  as  could  be  expected  has  particularly  eliminated 
those  from  shiftless  homes. 


Cleanliness  is  steadily  improving.  This  is  not  a  vague  generalisation  made 
upon  insufficient  evidence.  It  is  the  result  of  thousands  of  inspections  of  children  and 
of  numerous  visits  to  their  homes.  I  must  admit  that  the  standard  is  not  so  high  in 
a  coal-mining  district  like  Maltby,  as  it  is^one  of  the  West  Riding  textile  districts,  but 
the  gap  is  being  closed  by  better  domestic  facilities,  and  by  the  untiring  work  of  the 
school  nurses  and  school  staffs. 


I  would  like  to  make  some  comment  upon  the  determination  of  the  local  Council 
to  improve  the  living  conditions  of  the  people,  with  or  even  without  support.  There  is 
no  unfavourable  influence  in  regard  to  the  people’s  health  which  is  not  immediately 
brought  before  a  public  meeting,  and  the  withering  criticism  to  which  it  is  subjected 
has  usually  more  effective  results  than  could  be  hoped  for  from  any  legal  action.
